THE

Western and Southern Staten Send 
Many Delegates—Senator Turpie 
of Indiana Elected Permanent Chair- 
m in—Gist of the Speeches Made 
By Bryan and Others. 
Memphis. Tenn., June 13.—Friends of 
silver representing tw enty states of the 
South and W est began a two days’ con­ 
vention in this city yesterday. Fifteen 
hundred delegates filled the lower floor 
and a large portion of the balconies at 
the Auditorium when the gathering was 
called to order. W ith a few exceptions 
all the leading advocates of the free 
coinage of silver in the United States 
were present. They included Senators 
B ate and H arris of Tennessee, Jones 
and Berry of Arkansas, George and 
W althall of Mississippi, Marion Butler 
of North Carolina, Tillm an of South 
Carolina, ex-Gov. Prince of New Mexico, 
Turpie of Indiana, Gov. John G. Evans 
of South Carolina, ex-Gov. Eagle of Ar­ 
kansas, ex-Congressman Bryan of Ne­ 
braska, Gen. A. J. W arner of Ohio, C. S. 
Thom as and Alva Adams of Colorado, 
A lexander Delmar of California, and 
congressm en and bankers from Tennes­ 
see and adjoining states. A perm anent 
organization was effected with Senator 
Turpie of Indiana as chairm an, and ad* 


the lifetime of my generation or the 
one th at follows it. 
You cannot put 
this fight off beyond 1896 and win it. 
If the monometallists win then comtes 
the retirem ent of greenbacks, the forg­ 
ing of 500,000 fetters on our industries. 
There are other great questions to be 
considered, but they are insignificant as 
compared with this. 
If we lose this

Mr. Sibley expounded the four polit­ 
ical axioms which contained the result 
of his study of the money question. 
They were: ‘‘First, double the volume 
of money and you double prices; sec­ 
ond, divide the volume of money and 
you divide prices; third, double the vol­ 
ume of money and you divide the debts; 
fourth, divide the volume of money and 
you double the debts.” 
At the conclusion of Mr.Slbley’s speech 
there were 
persistent 
calls for Mr. 
Bryan of Nebraska, but he declined to 
respond. 
Then upon invitation of the 
convention Mr. Charles 'S. Thomas of 
Denver occupied the rem ainder of the 
time of the evening session. 
At the 
conclusion of Mr. Thom as’ speech the 
convention adjourned until today.

No International Conference Likely to 
Be Held. 
London, June 13.—The Berlin corres­ 
pondent of the Times telegraphs th at 
the m inister of finance at W urtem burg 
yesterday declared the government was 
convinced th at any attem pt to meddle 
with the currency would cause danger 
of most serious revolutions in economic 
and financial affairs, and as none of 
the proposals made for raising the price 
of silver while adhering to a gold cur­ 
rency can be deemed likely to attain the 
object aimed at the government was 
opposed to calling an international con­ 
ference. The lower 
house thereupon, 
by 49 votes to 24, adopted a motion re­ 
questing the government to use its in­ 
fluence in the Bundesrath to retain th* 
gold currency.lt is thought this decis­ 
ion will be im itated by the other federal 
governments and as Chancellor Von 
Hohenlohe only promised to call a con­ 
ference if all the federal states agreed 
to such a course, it is believed that 
W urtem burg’s refusal will prevent the 
conference.

dresses were delivered by him and Alex­ 
ander Delm ar of California in the after­ 
noon and by Congressman Sibley of 
Pennsylvania, C. S. Thomas of Denver, 
and Aaron W olcott of Indiana in the 
evening. 
To-day will be devoted to speeches by 
some of the most distinguished of the 
visitors, and the consideration of the re­ 
port of the committee on resolutions, of 
which Senator Jones of A rkansas is 
chairm an. 
Senator Turpie of Indiana, who was 
elected chairm an by acclamation, ad­ 
dressed the convention in a long speech, 
his subject being “honest money.” On 
the m atter of the parity of the two m et­ 
als, he said: “The bullion value of sil­ 
ver and gold, here and elsewhere, has 
alw ays rested, and rests to-day, upon 
the conception, upon one opinion, upon 
one single and simple item of belief; it is 
an old belief, universally credited, based 
upon the actual experience of IOO gener­ 
ations of the hum an race. 
It is this: 
T hat, as there has been in the ages past, 
so there will be in the years to come, no 
discovery of either of such’ m etals 
which, as to quantity or as to the ex 
pense of production, shall make them 
com parable in value with any other ma 
terials suitable for the use of mankind 
as money. There has always been a dif­ 
ference between the commercial or bull­ 
ion value of the two m etals and the Ie 
gal or coinage value. No denomination 
of the gold coinage of the United Staets 
has a bullion value equal to the legal 
value thereof. The whole series of these 
gold coins is made from bullion only 
nine-tenths fine. The mission tenth is 
w hat is called alloy. 
•‘According to the test of the enemies 
of bimetallism, th at the legal value of 
coined money m ust be the same as the 
commercial or bullion value 
of 
the 
m etal ip it, nothing could be more dis­ 
honest. According to that test there is 
not and can not be an honest dollar of 
either silver or gold, nor any honest 
p art or fraction of the same; as for the 
nickel, it is viler than the dime, and the 
honest penny is banished forever. Ac 
cording to this same test and rule of 
coinage there Is not an honest coin in 
the treasury, there is not a piece of 
round, safe money in the country.” 
The convention 
then completed its 
perm anent organization by the election 
by acclam ation of A. B. Wade of Aen- 
nessee, reading clerk of the house of 
representatives, to act 
as 
secretary. 
Vice-presidents were chosen, one from 
each state represented. The committee 
on resolutions was named in the same 
manner. Judge J. H. McDowell of Ten­ 
nessee asked th at some populists be 
placed on the committee on resolutions, 
which was done. 
The chairm an then introduced Alex 
ander Delmar of California, who was 
director of bureau 
of 
statistics and 
mining commissioner to the m onetary 
commission of 1876. Talking 
of 
the 
scarcity of gold and the necessity for 
the coinage of silver, he said: “To-day 
all the nations of the west and all the 
people of Europe and America are com­ 
m itted not only to the paym ent of past 
obligations but also to the conduct of 
future transactions upon the ba*is of a 
stock of gold coins which at the present 
time does not exceed £750.000.000 ster 
ling, and which is chiefly deposited in 
banking establishments, 
liable to be 
controlled by, and, as many people bus 
pect. actually subject to the control of 
a private syndicate of continental Anan 
ciers.” The chair then 
declared 
the 
body adjourned until evening.- 
At th* evening session, which began 
at 8 o'clock. Senator William M. Stew­ 
a rt of Nebraska presided, and intro­ 
duced Congressman Joseph C. Sibley of 
Pennsylvania. 
Mr. Sibley was greeted 
with thunders of applause, and in a two 
hours' speech aroused his audience to a 
pitch of enthusiasm. He made an earn- 
est appeal for independent political ac­ 
tion in 1896 and illustrated th* necessity 
of breaking away from the old parties.

AGAINST THE CUBANS. 


Serious Complications Threatened By 
the Refusal of Great Britain to Help 
Guard the Fisheries—Our Exports 
Show a Decided Falling Off—An 
Important Land Decision Made. 


W ashington, June 13.—Great Britain 
has failed to renew her adherence to the 
joint regulations for the government of 
the seal fisheries in Bering Sea, 
and 
upon the United States has devolved the 
patrol of this vast area single-handed 
and under conditions that may at any 
time give rise to trouble. Beginning 
early In the year, the state departm ent 
sought to induce the British govern­ 
m ent to renew these regulations, but up 
to this date the effort has been unsuc­ 
cessful, and now that Sir Julian Paunce- 
fote, the British am bassador, has gone 
home to England on leave of absence it 
is certain nothing in th at direction can 
be accomplished before next fall. This 
declination of the British to enter again 
into the joint regulations is ascribed en­ 
tirely to Canadian pressure, and it is 
felt th at if left to follow their own im­ 
pulses they would not hesitate to join 
the United States in the execution of the 
recommendations of the Paris arbitra­ 
tion in spirit as well as in letter. The 
situation is one calculated to breed trou­ 
ble and is the cause of some anxiety to 
the treasury officials. 
London, June 13.—The Bering Sea bill 
which was introduced into the house of 
commons Monday last by Sir Edward 
Gray and which passed its first reading 
upon that occasion replaces the act of 
1893, which expires In July, and will en­ 
able the government to carry 
out its 
agreem ent with Russia. 
It empowers 
the government by order in council to 
prohibit seal catching. The act remains 
in force until January, 1898. In addition 
to the Bering Sea award in regard to 
seizure, it empowers the officers of for­ 
eign states which are parties to the 
agreement to seize British ships and 
equipment when they violate the order. 
An impressian prevails here that Can­ 
ada will vigorously oppose the passage 
of the new act. 


Filibustering Expeditions from America 
to Be Stopped. 
W ashington, 
June 
13. — President 
Cleveland late yesterday afternoon is­ 
sued 
a 
proclamation, being the first 
step toward a vigorous suppression of 
Cuban filibustering. Reports 
to 
the 
navy' departm ent are to the effect that 
the Raleigh will sail for Key W est to­ 
day, and will patrol the w aters between 
Florida and Cuba as carefully as pos­ 
sible. The campaign against the fili­ 
busters Is to be a vigorous one. The 
Raleigh will be supported b f a number 
of revenue cutters, and in addition to 
this steps will be taken ashore to pre- 
venj the fitting out of expeditions. 


Ohio Prohibitionists. 
Springfield. Ohio, June 13.—The pro­ 
hibition state convention practically 
completed its labors yesterday, but did 
not adjourn until the ratification meet­ 
ing at night. The financial plank is as 
follows: 
The money Of the country 
should all be of full legal tender issued 
directly to the people on ample secur­ 
ity in such quantities as the people may 
demand, and to all at a uniform rate 
of interest. 
To this end the govern­ 
ment should 
establish real 
national 
banks, as it does postoffices, wherever 
convenience of the people demands. 
Until such a financial system can be es­ 
tablished we favor free and unlimited 
coinage of silver and gold a t the ratio 
of 16 to I as tem porary relief. 
A full 
state ticket was nominated.

British Consul Will Investigate the 
Leaving of the Helpless Passengei s 
On the Burning Steamer—The Chi­ 
nese Indemnity Loan Will Be Ad­ 
vanced—General Cable News. 


St. Malo, June 13.—Particulars have 
been received here of the desertion of 
the passengers by the crew of the B rit­ 
ish vessel Why Not after fire broke out 
on board the ship while on her way to 
the island ot Jersey. 
It appears that 
fire was discovered in the W hy Not’s 
hold Saturday and while the sailors 
were attempting'' to quench the flames 
a bucket was dropped overboard. 
A 
boat was lowered to recover it and the 
captain jumped into this boat and was 
followed by the crew. 
One passenger sprang overboard and 
swam after the boat, into which he was 
reluctantly taken. 
The deserted pas­ 
sengers were greatly alarm ed and the 
excitement among them increased when 
a small boat was seen to be pulling for 
E rquay.where the crew eventually land 
ed. Taking advantage of a breeze the 
passengers handled the W hy Not as 
best they could and succeeded in beach­ 
ing her near Erquay. The incident has 
caused intense excitement a t St. Brieux, 
the nearest town to Erquay, and the 
m atter is being thoroughly investigat­ 
ed by the local authorities. 
The captain of the Why Not, although 
not under arrest, is closely watched by 
the police. It is understood th at the 
B ritish consul here will take the m at­ 
ter up and upon his report will depend 
further action.

Our 
Exports Have a Decided Falling 
Off—Official Figures. 
W ashington, June 13.—The bureau of 
statistics in 
its bulletin 
on 
exports 
shows that during the month of May the 
exports of cotton aggregated $9,837,361, 
which is about $1,250,000 in excess of 
May, 1894. 
For the last nine months, 
however, there has been an aggregate 
loss of nearly $4,000,000. The exports of 
breadstuffs 
during 
May 
amounted 
to 
$11,809,697, 
a 
gain 
of 
$1,000,- 
000 
over 
May 
last year. 
For the 
last 
eleven months, however, 
there 
has 
been 
a 
falling-off 
of 
over 
$52,500,000. There was a decrease in bar­ 
ley of over $1,300,000; in corn over $1,610,- 
000; in oats over $1,800,000; in wheat, $16.- 
300,000; in wheat flour, $17,000,000. Dur­ 
ing May of this year the exports of pro­ 
visions amounted to $11,971,410, a loss of 
over $3,000,000 from May. 1894. For the 
last eleven months the loss on provisions 
was over $8,700,000. 


CHINESE INDEMNITY LOAN. 


likely the Amount Will Be Advanced 
by French and Russian Bankers. 
London, June 13.—A Berlin dispatch 
to the Standard says the Chinese loan 
which Russia has guaranteed forms a 
part of the w ar indemnity and 
was 
raised in accordance with the term s of 
a recently concluded secret Russo-Chi- 
nese treaty. Japan has agreed that if 
£$6,000,000 is paid forthw ith the rem ain­ 
der may be paid within six years. 
It 
is therefore likely that the whole of the 
indemnity will be advanced by French 
and Russian bankers, only China hopes 
to induce Russia to be satisfied with 
per cent interest. 


Pope Preparing for Hie Successor. 
London. June 13.—The Rome corre­ 
spondent of the Standard says it is an­ 
nounced there th at the papal nuncios at 
Paris, Lisbon, Madrid and Vienna will 
be created cardinals. The news causes 
much interest in vatican circles because 
it will disturb the equilibrium of the 
preponderance of Italian cardinals in 
the sacred college. The pope in announ­ 
cing the fact, said: “We hope thus to 
create a position more in conformity 
with papal interests in the world and to 
furnish the sacred college the means 
to successfully surm ount the difficulty 
and delicate period of our succession.” 


Missouri Convention Probable. 
K ansas City, Mo., June 13.—There is 
a strong probability that the demo­ 
cratic state central committee will be 
called together again very shortly by 
Chairman Maufitt, and th at in response 
to the demand of the chairmen of the 
county committees a convention will be 
called to discuss the money question. 
Since the committee voted down the 
proposition to call the convention, the 
free silverites have been active in every 
section of the state, and now have a 
formidable array of party workers ad­ 
vocating the convention. 


Notrn Dame Celebration. 
Notre Dame, Ind., June 13.—The sec­ 
ond day of the celebration of Notre 
Dame university’s golden jubilee was 
m arked by a larger crowd than the one 
assembled 
Tuesday.

opened at 8 a. rn. by the celebration of 
pontifical requiem mass for the de­ 
ceased alumin! and benefactors of the 
university. The church was filled with 
a vast concourse of visitors. 


Bank Falls with Heavy Deposits.

TAYLOR WILL RETURN. 


State of South Dakota May Lose Noth­ 
ing by HU Acts. 
Sioux Falls, S. D., June 13.—There is 
no longer any question of the return of 
W. W. Taylor to this state within ten 
days. 
Attorney-General 
Crawford, 
State Prosecutor H orner and Stew art of 
Pierre, attorneys for Taylor and bonds­ 
men, and H. M. Benedict, brother-in-law 
of Taylor, are in the city and authorize 
this 
statem ent. 
Attorney-General 
Crawford told 
friends tjie 
ha 
nothing to offeT except indictmeh 
prosecution, and enforcement of every 
claim. 
Statem ents were made as to 
how much money Taylor could put up 
to meet his defalcation and Attorney- 
General Crawford is satisfied th at a 
schedule of property which Taylor owns 
or controls will nearly meet the claim of 
the state. Taylor’s representative was 
supplied with a w arrant under seal of 
the state to escort him to South Dakota, 
the w arrant being for the purpose of 
protecting Taylor from rew ard sharks 
who m ight arrest him while on the way. 
Taylor went from Florida to H avana, 
then to Central America, Dutch Gui­ 
ana in South America, thence to King­ 
ston. Jam aica, thence to P ara in BraziL 
From there he came north. 


Student Oh! Is Dead. 
Princeton, N. J., June 13.—Frederick 
Obi, the student who was shot by the 
negro Collins Saturday night, died at 
o’clock yesterday morning. 
Student Cochrane, who was also shot 
by the same negro, is not yet out of 
danger, but the attending physicians 
are hopeful of his recovery. County 
Prosecutor Stockton will present the 
case of the m urderer Collins to the Mer­ 
cer county grand jury, which is now 
in session at Trenton. Collins’ friends 
among his own race will see th at he 
has able counsel to defend him. They 
believe his statem ent th at he shot the 
students in self-defense. It is adm itted 
even by the Princeton college people 
th at the shooting would not have oc­ 
curred had not Obi and Cochrane fool­ 
ishly followed Collins and Downes to 
Anderson's saloon, the scene of the 
shooting.

Tyler, Texas, June 13.—News reached 
this city that a negro named W alter 
Johnson had been lynched by a mob at 
Lufkin, Texas. Johnson had assaulted 
the 
7-year-oid 
daughter of 
Robert 
Schaffer, and had been arrested and 
lodged in jail. The negro was identified 
and as soon as it was known for certain 
th at he was the guilty fiend the sheriff 
was overpowered and the negro was 
strung up in the public square before a 
crowd of five hundred Cl* more people. 


Discontent Permeates Japan. 
Victoria, B. C., June 13.—Advices from 
the Orient by the steam er Empress of 
Japan, indicate that popular discontent 
a t the submission to Russian intim ida­ 
tion has far from subsided and that 
further political complications may yet 
result from it. Rumor has it that Rus­ 
sia is preparing to take possession of 
Port Lazariff, in Corea, and great indig­ 
nation is expressed that the Japanese 
government has taken no active steps 
to prevent this fresh indignity. In the 
meantime Russia is pushing forward 
fortifications at Vladivostock with all 
possible 
vigor. The government of 
Corea seems to be utterly demoralized 
and Russian gold is reported to be exer­ 
cising a powerful influence there. 


Killed by Rowdies. 
S tuttgart, Ark., June 13.—Meager ad­ 
vices have ju st reached here concern­ 
ing a tragedy which occurred Saturday 
night near the town of St. Charles, Ark. 
A fishing party consisting of Mr. and 
Mrs. Thompson, another man and his 
wife and three children, had gone into 
camp on W hite river. Saturday night 
a gang of lawless men, headed by John 
Kemp, assaulted the campers and being 
repulsed began firing at them. The re­ 
sult was that one woman and a child 
were instantly killed, while one man 
and a boy were injured. In addition to 
this, Kemp, the leader of the rowdies, 
was killed by Thompson. 
G reat indignation prevails in the vi­ 
cinity of the outrage and a party has 
been organized to search for the perpet­ 
rators. 


Hailstorm la Minnesota. 
Fergus Falls, Minn., June 13.—A ter­ 
rible hailstorm struck this city and sur­ 
rounding country yesterday. 
Thou­ 
sands of panes of glass were broken, 
causing a loss of $5,000 to $10,000. A 
thousand panes of glass were broken in 
the insane asylum alone. Gardens are 
completely ruined. The storm covered 
fifty square miles, and the damage to 
wheat is very great, and corn and pota­ 
toes are ruined. Reports state th at a 
general storm prevailed 
in 
northern

a m em orial to Charles Loring Brace, 
who was the founder of the C hildren’s 
Aid society, and is to be erected on the 
corner pier of the second story of the 
new sboys’ lodging house. 
It is In the 
form of a Gothic tablet, w ith a circu­ 
la r opening in the center, in which will 
be placed a m arble bust of the philan­ 
thropist In whose m em ory it is erected. 
The height of the casting, which w as 
done in one piece, is IO feet 6 inches. 
It is 5 feet 6 inches wide' .and the relief 
is a full 12 inches. 
Three thousand 
pounds of stan d ard bronze m etal were 
used in m aking this handsom e m em or­ 
ial. The casting w as begun a t 6 a. rn. 
day before yesterday and w as not com­ 
pleted until the m iddle of the a fte r­ 
noon.

Cooper, by St. G audens, is also finished 
In bronze in this foundry, b u t is kept 
carefully concealed behind a draping 
of w hite cloth, the sculptor having giv­ 
en positive orders th a t "not a soul shall 
see it” until it is unveiled in public.
